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an ink filling hole formed in the first cover, the ink filling hole communicating 
ith the second chamber; and 

pressure reduction hole formed in the first cover, the pressure reduction hole 
communicating y ith the first chamber, wherein the first chamber and the second chamber 
commimicate witft each other near the second surface inside the case such that the ink is filled 

in the first chamber through the second chamber from the ink filling hole. 

49. (Am^ded) The ink cartridge according to claim 46, wherein the ink filling 
hole and the pressure Reduction hole are closed off by a first sealing material applied to the 
first cover; and 

the ink discharge hole is closed off by a second sealing material applied to the 

second surface so that the second sealing material can be peeled away.
